While some inconsequential serv- 
ices, improperly managed, are being 
suspended or withdrawn, the sub- 
stantial manufacturers will continue 
to develop and produce aircraft for 
a market that has become “intelli- 
gently discriminating.” 

Such is the glowing analysis & 
the latest survey of the aircraft in- 
dustry by the aeronautics branch 
of the Department of Commerce. 

Construction of the world’s 
largest rigid airship will progress 
to the point of practical comple- 
tion. 

The Department of Commerce 
is continuing its extension of the 
Federal airways system. 

New and additional air mail 
contracts are being awarded. 

A still greater use of air-trans- 
port services for passengers and 
merchandise is being promoted. 

These and many other things of 
a similar nature are being carried 
forward this year in a most or- 
derly manner. 

“Altogether, the current situation 
presents an encouraging outlook,” 
says a report issued by the aero- 
nautics branch of the government, 
“which presages a constructive re- 
| organization of air commerce and 
|of the aeronautic industry com- 
bined with conservative, sound, pro- 
gressive development.” 

Air transport 1s rapidly becoming 
an indispensable adjunct to com- 
merce and industry. 

This is clearly indicated by the 
fact that scheduled air-transport 
planes now fly almost 90,000 miles 
| per day and that these scheduled

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Automobile Production 
Shows Definite Increase 


(CLEVELAND, April 28.—Defi- 
nite improvement in automo- 
bile production, along with build- 
ing, and some indicated improve- 
ment in employment and retail 
trade is seen by the Union Trust 
Company of this city in its 
monthly business review, issued 
today. 

The most encouraging feature of 
| the present outlook is the upturn in 
|the prices of a number of basic 
commodities following a decline that 
has been practically uninterrupted 
since last November, the bank points 
out. 

“As the season advances the 
automobile companies continue to 
show some increase in manufac- 
turing schedules. The most en- 
couraging feature of the automo- 
bile situation is the fact that 
leading companies, as previously 
announced, are making no at- 
tempt to increase production 
heavily, but are confining output 
to turrent retail demand. Statis- 
tics covering building construc- 
tion are definitely encouraging,” 
the review states. 

“Sentiment in the iron and steel 


industry has shown some improve- 
ment although operations continue 
well below last year. Two branches 
of the steel consuming trades are 
especially active, these being farm 
implement manufacturers and tin 
plate producers. 

“In petroleum the beneficial re- 
sults of the program of curtailment 
are apparently being reflected in 
price increases and the situation 
generally has an encouraging out- 
look for that industry. 

“Credit conditions are excellent 
and with improving spring weather, 
low inventories and renewal of con- 
struction work, it seems evident that 
the low point of recession has def- 
initely been passed and that bus- 
iness has excellent prospects.” 


Public demand for cars, however 
remains cautious, the bank finds 
In the early part of April, passenger 
car sales were reported as good in 
five localities, fair in sixteen, and 
slow in eight 

With the opening up of spring 
weather, the influx of orders ex- 


pected by many in the industry has

At the present time Ford and 
Chevrolet are producing approxi- 
mately 65 per cent. of the cars and 
it is predicted that output sched- 
ules of these two companies for 
May will be increased to some ex- 
tent. 

Buick has been doing very well 
this month and the final produc- 
tion figures for April will un- 
doubtedly reach 10,000 units. 

The record year of 1929 brought 
an abnormal supply of labor to the 
Detroit area. A great deal of this 
labor came from Illinois, Ohio, 
Indiana, Kentucky and West Vir- 
ginia. Of course a great many men 
have remained in the city, but a 
considerable number have left. 
However, factory officials put in 
effect a staggering system of em- 
ployment in order to give work to 
as many people as possible. This 
is only a temporary measure and 
will not be made standard practice. 

Practically all of the factories are 
working on a four and a half or 
five-day weekly basis. This, in a 
number of cases, will be increased 
as soon as conditions warrant. 

There has been some improve- 
ment in conditions at the body 
manufacturing plants, especially in 
the city of Detroit.

Approximately 16,000,000 miles 
were flown in scheduled operation 
in the United States during 1929, 
as against 10,673,000 in 1928: 
85,000 passengers were carried and 
8,009,000 ponnds of mail trans- 
ported over scheduled airways in 
1929, as against 49,000 passengers 
and 4,000,000 pounds of mail in 
1928; and established air-way 
mileage has increased to more 
than 35,000 in 1929, as against

Also, the fact that miscellaneous 
flying has increased in this country 
from an estimated 18,000,000 miles 
in 1926 to 30,000,000 miles in 1927, 
to 60,000,000 miles in 1928, to 125,- 
000,000 miles in 1929, seems of espe- 
cial economic significance. 

Oi tstanding developments in 1929 
include: The unprecedented linking 
of airlines with railroads, steam- 
ship service, and automobile bus 
lines; increased aircraft production, 
which has grown from about 300 in 
1921 to more than 7,000 in 1929, and 
the marked increases registered by 
all types of aeronautic licenses is- 
sued by the Department of Com- 
merce. 

Because of the expansion which 
has taken place during the past 
three years, the aeronautic indus- 
try, particularly its manufacturing 
phase, has had difficulty in keep- 
ing pace with the demands made 
upon it. 

As a perfectly natural result, not 
at all unlike the experience in other 
major industries such as_ auto- 
mobiles, railroads and radio, read- 
justments are now taking place 
upon a premise of sound economics 
consistent with the immutable iaw 
of supply and demand. 

The aircraft industry is very 
fortunate in that this readjustment 
is taking place relatively early in 
the industry’s history and will, 
therefore, be a past event — 
thoroughly constructive in character 
—long before the industry has at- 
tained its majority.

New Orleans Concern 
Has Been Built 
On System 


By ROGER BURLINGAME. 
ITH an initial investment of 
$1,500 in 1919, M. H. Rykoski 

of New Orleans, past director of 
the National Standard Parts As- 
sociation and one of the best 
known jobbers in the field, built 
up a business from a $12,000 gross 
during his first year to a volume 
of $325,000 in 1929. 

During the ten-year 
Rykoski was compelled to move 
from the one-room store, in which 
he started, to a double-room loca- 
tion, three times the size of the 
original shop, and celebrated his 
tenth anniversary last year by mov- 
ing into his own handsome building 
on Julian Street. 

Rykoski’s progress, almost un- 
paralelled in the business history of 
new Orleans, is attributed chiefly to 
personal contact with the trade. 
Founding his business on the theory 
that organization is the cornerstone, 
he is a stickler for system and the 
Rykoski plant is admittedly one of 
the best organized in the country. 

Although a strict disciplinarian, 
who insists upon close adherence to 
business ethics, the fact that Rykos- 
ki has been able to cement t 
friendship of his employees with 
soyal co-operation as the result, is 
attributed to the popularity and 
forceful personality of the man at 
the helm. Closely associated with 
Rykoski is his brother-in-law, Jim 
Jennings. general manager. 

For fifteen years prior to branch- 
ing out for himself, Rykoski was 
employed in railroad train service, 
his daily task haunted by the specter 
of old age, with earning power min- 
imized or perhaps gone entirely. Ob- 
sessed with the idea that he must 
make provision for that later day, 
he determined to go it alone and 
make or break himself.
